ERMANY AND HER COLONIES 


It is easy to understand why Germany is so 
i tent upon having her forfeited colonies re- 
stored to her The harsh peace settlement 
stripped her of all her eversea possessions, and 


she has been eager ever since to sponge out the 
memory. But the restitution of colonies would 
certainly not allay her economic distress, for 


few Germans were in pre-war days found will- 
ing to surrender the amenities of Europe for 
pioneer life at the outposts of empire. 

As a of fact, Germany’s claims to 
territorial expansion are based upon a desire 
for prestige, and the desire to recapture the 
insignia of her former military renown. Her 
Chancellor seems determined to re-mold into 


matter 


unity all the fragments of the dismembered 
German empire, even if that policy runs con- 
trary to the expressed decisions of mankind. 

If the League, under the compuision of 


sre to return her colonies to Germany, 
it would prove unworthy of being considered a 
trustee of “backward territories. Such a sub- 
mission to threats would mean exposing weak 


threats, we 


peoples to the arrogance of despots. As Sir 
Arthur Salter once said: “To make gifts- 
whether of one’s own possessions or those of 


others—under pressure, and to a country in full 


aggression, would whet rather than satisfy the 


aggressor’s appetite and stimulate that of 
others.” 
Besides, it is impossible to accede to Ger- 


many’s demands without betraying the concepts 
of international morality. The doctrine of man- 
dates has now replaced the old and pernicious 
notion of treating colonies as pawns in the game 
of empire. England and France have had to 
govern their newly-won possessions in a spirit 
consistent with the covenant. But Germany 
does not belong to the League of Nations, and 
would therefore be responsible to no external 
authority in the administration of her colonies,

The Passing Show

If the cables of the news agencies reporting 
the civil war in Spain for readers on this con- 
tinent are to be relied cn—and they have been 
painfully partizan to the Fascist rebels through- 
out—Madrid may fall at any hour, and freedom 
in Spain suffer an eclipse. 

About the details of the war between the 
Spanish government and the rebels I have ne 
first-hand knowledge, though men like Pierre 
Van Paassen tell a very different story from that 
told by the wealthy agencies and news-reel cor- 
porations, whose propaganda has been self-cvi- 
dent to any person with a modicum of judg- 
ment. About some matters I have knowledge— 
knowledge available to any newspaper reader— 
that makes clear the cruel hoax and the malev- 
olent purpose of those master propagandists like 
Hearst who have succeeded on this continent in 
depicting the Spanish government as a lot of 
bloody Reds. Aided perhaps by the fact that 
“Red” is a three-letter word such as is loved by 
headline writers, we now have the government 
forces of Spain described as “Red” armies, and 
the government labelled as “Communist.” 

Mine is a very small voice crying in the 
wilderness of untruth, but small as it is, it pro- 
poses to voice some truths to offset the cam- 
paign of calumny weged on this continent 
against the Spanish government.

May it surprise you to know that there is not 
a single Communist, nor even a Socialist, in the 
Madrid cabinet. 

The government of Spain is a Republican 
government—not a Communist government, It 
is a government elected by the great majority 
of the Spanish people. 

The last general election in Spain occurred so 
recently as February 16 of this year. In that 
election the Popular Front coalition under Presi- 
dent Azana, leader of the left Republicans, swept 
the country with over 70 per cent of all votes 
cast—as complete a sweep as that of the Social 
Credit forces in the last Alberta provincial 
election, The mass of the Spanish people are 
with the government, 

As with many of the Latin countries, Spain 
had many political parties. It had a left Re- 
publican party, a centrist Republican party, a 
Communist party, a Socialist party and oppcsed 
to these a right-wing coalition, composed of 
two monarchist parties, a clerical party under 
Gil Robles and an agrarian party representing 
the landowners of Spain. 

Roughly, they formed two groups, with the 
masses against the classes; the church in Spain, 
which owns one-third of all the wealth of Spain, 
siding with the monarchists and agrarians. 

There are 470 seats in the Spanish Parlia- 
ment—called the Cortes, The Socialist Party— 
which corresponds to the Labor Party in Eng- 
land—won the largest number. It secured 90 
seats in the last election. The Communists, even 
with the aid of other Popular Front sympath- 
isers, won but 16. The Anarcho-syndicalists won 

but 3. Combined they had but 19 seats in a 
Cortes of 470. 

Accordingly these three radical groups of- 
fered their support to the Republican coalition, 
but declined to accept office. Their position is 
somewhat similar to the situation in Manitoba, 
where a Social Credit group prefers Bracken 
and the Liberal-Progressives to the Conserva- 
tives. 

Final standing was Popular Front (Repub- 
licans with voting of Socialists and 
Communists) 286; Opposition (Monarchists, 
Clericals and Agrarians) 184 seats. 

Oddly enough, while the voting support of 
16 Communists in a Cortes of 470 has been used 
to portray the Spanish Government as a Com- 
munist government, no one has ever attempted 
to call the Blum government in France a Com- 
munist government, though it has the support 
of 70 Communist deputies in the French Cham- 
ber.

For five years the Spanish people have been 
trying to drag themselves out of the abyss of 
sixteenth century feudalism that has been their 
lot since the days of Ferdinand and Isabella, and 
into the light of modern social democracy. The 
issue in the Feb, 16 election was whether the 
Republic should be retained on the lines of so- 
cial and agrarian reform laid down in its con- 
stitution, or whether it should be discarded. Over 
70 per cent of the 13,000,000 voters voted to sup- 
port the Republic. 

Those who were defeated refused to accept 
their defeat, Possessing wealth, and aided by the 
ambitions and machination of Fascist states anx- 
ious to hem in republican France and gain 
naval bases in Mallorca and other Mediterran- 
ean points as the price of support, they have 
staged a bloody revolution. 

We hear much of atrocities committed by 
government forces—and there are elements in 
the Spanish character and in the Spanish situa- 
tion that feed a blood-lust. A soft pedal is used 
on the atrocities committed by the rebels. 

Did any agency chronicle the act of Franco's 
men at the outset of the civil. war, when they 
herded 1,800 peasant youths in the bull-ring at 
Badajoz and mowed them down with machine 
guns. We hear of the valiant defence of the 
Alcatraz, but nothing of the execution by the 
Fascists of the pregnant wife of Dr. Daniel 
Ortega, serving with the Republican forces. 

The same spirit that imposed banishment on 
the great Spanish novelist Vincente Blasco Ib- 
anez, thirty-three years ago, for portraying the 
lot of the down-trodden Spanish people in his 
book, “The Fruit of the Vine,” still exists

Strong Nerves—How To 
Have Them 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

In this article for today I want to stress some 
of the physical factors which must be consid- 
ered when you wish to have strong nerves. 

In all of my experience with thousands of 
nervous patients, I have yet to find a patient 
suffering sro ym marked nervousness who could 
be said to have a_ clean, 
healthy body invariably 
there will be present a gen- 
eral toxemia or self-poison- 
ing in addition to the nerv- 
& ous symptoms. This toxic 
* condition may be produced 

by wrong habits of eating and 

insufficient elimination, 
coupled with an environment 
Dr. F. McCoy conducive to nervous strain, 
but regardless of how it is produced, it is prac- 
tically always present in the patient complain- 
ing of nervousness. 

Along with the sytemic toxemia there may 
exist some other physical condition which in- 
tensifies the tendency to nervousness, such as 
eye strain. .In every case where the patient 
mentions that he is so nervous that he feels as 
though his nerves are tied in knots, it is a good 
plan to have an eye examination. Also, it is 
necessary to make sure that no congestion ex- 
ists in the pelvic organs. Certainly, such con- 
gestion has a far-reaching effect in causing 
nervousness in both men and women. 

I realize that nervousness is partly produced 
by mental or emotional factors, but in addition, 
1 believe it, perfectly safe to say that every 
nervous patient has become aware of his nerves 
because of some physical irritation, which irri- 
tation in time leads to a general enervation, 
with the resultant development of nervous 
symptoms. 

Such irritation may be easily brought about 
because of dietetic errors, which produce an im- 
pure bloodstream, As this toxic blood circu- 
lates through the body, it must inevitably bathe 
the delicate nerves, which are irritated by the 
various toxic substances carried in the blood. 

Close questioning of the patient will usually 
disclose that he is making an unwise selection 
of food. For example, the average nervous 
patient is in the habit of relying upon stimu- 
lating drinks taken frequently during the day, 
which “pep him up,” for the time being and 
are followed by depression. The intake of such 
a large amount of fluid would alone be enough 
to disturb his appetite for wholesome meals 
and he thus becomes hard to satisfy with simple 
dishes which offer the nourishment he so badly 
needs. Usually the patient eats his food hur- 
riedly, hardly pausing to chew it, and this habit 
will be productive of results which are not 
good, 

The ordinary nervous patient has periods 
when indigestion lies in wait for him, regard- 
less of what he eats, and in time, the continued 
interference with the digestion and assimilation 
will add to the imperfect nutrition already 
present. Furthermore, nervous tension in 1tself 
discourages normal digestion. Thus, a vicious 
circle is built up and the patient finds it diffi- 
cult to get the good from his food. 

In addition to the condition of food poisoning 
developed, the nervous patient usually becomes 
constipated, thus suffering from an intestinal 
toxemia. Obviously, relief can be expected 
only when the entire digestive tube is function- 
ing normally, at which time the patient proper- 
ly digests his food and properly eliminates the 
residue, Until this is accomplished, the nerves 
must suffer, 

If I were asked to name the four most im- 
portant physical causes of nervousness, I would 
incorrect diet, constipation, eye strain, and 
pelvic congestion. When any of these causes 
is present and is removed, it then becomes 
much easier to help the nervous patient de- 
velop strong nerves. Certainly, the nervous 
patient will experience a large measure of re- 
lief when the physical causes present in his 
case are adequately treated.

STEAM HEAT AND VACUUM 
HEAT 
By Roger B. Whitman 

In a steam heating system, steam 
entering a radiator gives up its heat 
to the metal, and returns to the| 
of water, The water runs} 
back to the boiler to be reheated. 

In an ordinary steam system, at 
times when the fire is low and the 
radiators are cold, the piping and 
radiators are filled with air. When | 
the fires comes up, the steam that} 
is formed forces its way into the 
pipes and eventually into the 
But before arriving, it 
must push out all of the air that is| 
ahead of it. The air valve on a 
radiator permits cold air to escape, 
but closes when heated by driving} 
out the air.

A vapor-vacuum steam system is 
so made that when air is once 


driven out, it cannot return, Then, | 
in periods between heatings, there | 


is a partial vacuum in the entire 
system. One effect of this is that 
water begins to boil and steam is 
formed at a much lower temper- 
ature than the usual boiling point 
of 212 degrees. Another effect is 
that when steam is formed, it can 
reach the radiators quickly because 
there is little air ahead of it to be 
pushed out of the way. As com- 
pared with an ordinary steam sys- 
tem, the radiators of a vapor- 


vacuum system heat up much more | 


quickly and hold heat for a longer 
time. Also, there is a saving of 
fuel. 

There are several kinds of vapor- 
vacuum systems having two pipes 
between the boiler and a radiator, 
one carrying steam and the other 
for the returning water. The com- 
monest steam system has but one 
pipe between the boiler and a 
radiator for both steam and water. 
With no great difficulty, a one-pipe 
system can te converted to vapor- 
vacuum. The first need is to make 


all parts of the system airtight; the | 


radiator valves, all joints and con- 


nections, and the attachments to the | 


boiler, such as the waterglass, the 
steam gage, the safety valve, and 
the damper regulator, if the boiler 
has one. The air valves on the 
radiators must be exchanged for 
valves of the vacuum type, which 
permit air to escape, but prevent 
it from returning. The steam 
gauge on the boiler must also be 
exchanged for one in which the 
needle moves in one direction to 
indicate pressure, and in the other 
to indicate vacuum. 

Any good steam fitter can make

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The Vampire Of The Village - - - 


T THE twist of a path in the hills, where 
two poplars stood up like pyramids 
dwarfing the tiny village of Potter's Pond, 
a mere huddle of houses, there once 
walked a man in a costume of a very 
conspicuous cut and color, wearing @ 
vivid magenta coat and a white hat tilted 
upon black ambrosial curls, which ended 
with a sort of Byronic flourish of whisk- 
er. The riddle of why he was wearing 
clothes of such fantastic antiquity, yet 
wearing them with an air of fashion and even swagger, 
was but one of the many riddles that were eventually 
solved in deducing the mystery of his fate. The point 
here is that when he had passed the poplars he seemed 
to have vanished; as if he had faded into the wan and 
widening dawn or been blown away upon the wind of 
morning. 

It was only about a week aiterward that his body 
was found a quarter of a mile away, broken upon 
the steep rockeries of a terraced garden leading up 
to a gaunt and shuttered house called The Grange. 
Just before he had vanished he had been accidentally 
overheard apparently quarreling with some bystanders, 
and especially abusing their village as “a wretched 
little hamlet”; and it was supposed that he had aroused 
some extreme passions of local patriotism and eventu- 
ally been their victim. At least the local doctor testi- 
fied that the skull had suffered a crushing blow that 
might have caused death, though probably only inflicted 
with some sort of club or cudgel. This fitted in well 
enough with the notion of an attack by rather savage 
yokels. But nobody ever found any means of tracing 
any particular yokel; and the inquest returned a verdict 
of murder by some persons unknown, 

Three years afterward the question was reopened in 
@ curious way; a series of events which led a certain 
Dr. Mulborough, called by his intimates Mulberry in 
apt allusion to something rich and fruity about his dark 
rotundity and rather empurpled visage, traveling by 
train down to Potter's Pond with a friend whom he had 
often consulted upon problems of the kind. In spite of 
the somewhat port winey and ponderous exterior of 
the doctor, he had a shrewd eye and was really a man 
of very remarkable sense; which he considered that he 
showed in consulting a little priest named Brown, whose 
acquaintance he had made over a poisoning case long 
ago. The little priest was sitting opposite to him with 
the air of a patient baby absorbing instruction; and the 
doctor was explaining at length the real reasons for the 
journey.

“I suppose,” said Father Brown, “there are always 
e certain number of Admirals washed up on the shore. 
But I never understood why they get stranded so far 
inland.” 

“Certainly no dead-alive place in the depths of the 
country is complete without one of these little crea- 
tures,” said the doctor. “And then, of course, there is the 
proper sort of clergyman, Tory and High Church, He's 
a white haired, studious old bird, more easily shocked 
than the spinsters. Indeed, the gentlewomen, though 
Puritan in their principles, are sometimes pretty plain 


in their speech, as the real Puritans were. Once or 
twice I have known old Miss Carstairs-Carew use ex- 
pressions as lively as anything in the Bible. The dear

“O, even our scandal is on old established melo- 
dramatic lines. Need I say that the clergyman’s son 
promises to be our problem. It would be almost irregu- 
lar if the clergyman’'s son were quite regular. So far as 
1 can see, he is very mildly and almost feebly irregu- 
lar.

“That is true,’ said the doctor, “And yet she is 
really rather a puzzling person, I saw her and found 
her intriguing; one of those brown women, Jong and 
elegant and beautifully ugly, if you know what I 
mean. She is rather witty, and though young enough, 
certainly gives me an impression of what they call— 
well, experienced. What the old ladies call a past.” 

“All the old ladies having been born this very min- 
ute.” observed Father Brown, “I think I can assume she

Father Brown's face had a flash and spasm of his 
rare irritation.

Father Brown swiftly followed up the new opening 
and learned much that he wanted to know. ‘:he alleged 
poetry, which was such a blot on the young man's 
character, was almost entirely dramatic poetry. He had 
written tragedies in verse which had been admired by 
good judges. He was no mere stagestruck fool; indeed 
he was no fool of any kind. He had some really orig- 
inal ideas about acting Shakespeare. It was easy to 
understand his having been dazzled and delighted by 
finding the brilliant lady at The Grange. And even the 
priest's intellectual sympathy so far mellowed the rebel 
of Potter's Pond that at their parting he actually smiled. 

It was that smile which suddenly revealed to Father 
Brown that the young man was really miserable.
